Dear Friends and Colleagues, 


On Saturday, April 6, Dick Bonham and Aesthetic Materials 
gave presentations in conjunction with an AMSA weekend event 
celebrating “Hands across the Sea”. On behalf of AMSA we 
thank Dick for the generosity of his time and his wonderful slide 
talk on fabricating a medal. His approach to medallic art is as 
different as it is refreshing. His precision and technical abilities 
are an inspiration to all. We also thank Sundar Atre of Aes- 
thetic Materials of State College, Pennsylvania for giving a slide 
presentation for the technical reasoning that sintered bronze is a 
safer, easier means of making multiple medals. For those of you 
who have received bronze blocks at the February meeting at the 
Salmagundi Club in New York and also here at Penn State, I 
urge you to make a medal and return it to Aesthetic Materials for 
completion as soon as possible. These may be your next entries 
to upcoming exhibits. 


“Hands across the Sea” opence at the HUB-Robeson Galleries 
on March 12 and will close on May 1, 2002. AMSA extends 
warm appreciation to Ann Shields, curator at HUB-Robeson Gal- 
leries at The Pennsylvania State University, who mounted this 
extensive exhibit of 215 medals from all over the world. Be- 
cause of the multiple display cases the medal has the opportunity 
to be seen by many students as well as visitors to the campus. 
The exposure is constant. Medals are well lit, and easily identi- 
fied by name plaques. On Sunday, April 7, a reception was held 
for the community as well as for AMSA members. One gentle- 
man, a foreign student, asked me to explain this exhibition. 
When I told him this was a show consisting of international 
medallic art featuring medals from Poland as well as AMSA 
members, he grinned and said, “How wonderful. I am Polish!” 
And he literally ran over to see medals from his homeland. 


By now most of you have received your catalogs for “Hands 
across the Sea”. Once again in our small community of Centre 
County, Pennsylvania, I found a wonderful person in Ursula Ko- 
lakowsky, who generously assisted AMSA with part of the Pol- 
ish translation, which was missing from our first attempt to pro- 
duce the catalog. In our January conversations Ursula told me 
that she, herself Polish, did at one time reside in Wroclaw, Po- 
land. During the initial gathering of text, a long time friend of 
Polish descent, Joan Thomaszewski, helped in organizing the 
text. Again AMSA extends its gratitude to these lovely persons 
for their generosity and understanding in helping the dream of 
“Hands across the Sea” to become a reality.

The following AMSA women won awards in the 
Medallic Section: The Medallic Art Award toward 
the making of a die went to Heather Blume for 
"Captive" cast in Bronze. Two Charlotte Dunwid- 
die Memorial Awards were given for Medallic Art 
to the following women: One was to Jeanne Ste- 
vens-Sollman for" Penn State's Grand Destiny," in 
Bronze and one to Anne Cooper for "Hidden His- 
tory" in Stone and Feather. The Maryvonne Rosse 
Memorial Award , given By Ann Shaper Pollack 
was given to Francoise Bilodeau for her cast 
Bronze medal, "On the Wings of Clouds".

Lyme Academy July 15 - July 19, 2002 


Medallic Relief with Visiting Professor Merlin Szosz at 
The Lyme Academy of Fine Arts, 84 Lyme Street, 
Old Lyme, Connecticut 


The workshop will begin with a complete drawing 
based on natural forms. Effort and discussion will cen- 
ter on formal issues of medallic design. The noon hour 
will include slides and discussion led by the Professor 
on formal analysis of design issues, including the his- 
tory of medallic relief. A 12" to 15" diameter relief will 
be developed in modeling clay for a 3" medal. The 
workshop goal will be to develop a model completed 
and cast in plaster ready for die cutting. Cost: $240 
plus a $35 registration fee and a $50 materials fee. 
Participants will have to make their own housing ar- 
rangement.

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UPDATE on "FIDEM"

and Kathleen Sneider, a professor of sculpture at the University of Vermont. The judges’ task was to pick about 60 med- 
als from between 130 and 140 works submitted. The medals have now been sent off to Paris to the Paris Mint Museum’s 
exposition held this coming September, 2002. The FIDEM congress will be held from Sept. 23-26, 2002 in Paris. 
“FIDEM” stands for “La Federation Internationale de la Medaille” that every two years organizes a congress and an exhi- 
bition to promote exchanges among artists and to make their work known internationally. FIDEM was established in 
1937 to internationally promote the art of the medal. The organization strives to make known, the art, the history and the 
technology of the medal. The periodical, "Medailles" which contains information on the Congress and the activities of 
FIDEM is produced after each Congress and every member receives a copy. FIDEM members also receive the magazine 
"The Medal" twice a year. As a members of FIDEM you may show your medals in international exhibitions and take 
part in conferences on medallic art.

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" New Ideas In Medallic Sculpture "' 
Ann Shaper Pollack 


The fourth annual exhibition, New Ideas in Medallic Sculpture, or- 
ganized and curated by Mashiko Nakashima, Director of Medialia, 
was held from Dec. 15, 2001 to Jan. 27, 2002 at the Medialia, Rack 
and Hamper Gallery in New York City. Mashiko has again assem- 
bled an exceptional exhibition of the work by students and emerging 
artists representing the University of the Arts, Philadelphia, PA. 
USA, The Faculdade de Belas Artes da Universidade de Lisboa, Por- 
tugal, and Burg Giebichenstein Hochshule fur Kunst und Design, 
Halle, Germany. 

The German medallists, students of Professor Bemd Gobel, carefully 
considered their theme Boundless. Their work seemed to express 
their feelings and spoke directly to the viewer. All medals except 
one in terracotta were cast in bronze. Many medals were traditional 
in appearance due to their conventional rounded shape, but they were 
quite remarkable due to their content, fine modeling and innovative 
patination. The medals of Reinhard Bachman, Maya Grabber, Niels 
Muller, Rudolfo Ticay and Roland Zigan fall into this category. Most 
were seen with a cool gray patina highlighted with chalk white over- 
tones. 


Mark Fromm, conveyed the theme Boundless in his non-traditional 
bronze medallic sculpture, highlighted in silver and gold, and reveal- 
ing figures running around a hollow circular form. Alexandra 
Klawitter’s hollow bronze vessel, The Longing for the Lost Paradise, 
displayed a striking use of color in purple, red, green and blue as 
seen on the figures of animals and people on the inside and outside of 
the vessel. Lena Zehringer’s Boundless-No Shore, Nowhere created a 
sense of perpetual motion, while Katrin Pannicke extended her 
medal, Boundless, beyond the limits of a conventional form as the 
feet of the figure are shown beyond the irregularly shaped edge. The 
contrast and variety of traditional and non-traditional forms, surface 
treatment and theme provided a common link to this exciting presen- 
tation. 


Medallic Sculpture has a long tradition in Portugal and Professor 
Joao Duarte has succeeded in guiding a new generation of medallists 
in the creative process. Medallic sculptures exhibited by the Portu- 
guese students were created mainly from alternative materials such 
as steel, mirrors, fabric, wood, stone, paper, and wax, and were non- 
traditional in shape with the exception of one medal cast in bronze. 
Non-traditional forms were represented by Luis Lyster Franco’s two 
medals, each called Untitled, in wood, pine, beech, and mahogany. 
Other notable non-traditional medals were Ana Isabel Goncalves’ 
wax and paper creations and Jose Vinato Bernardo’s imaginative 
piece, Eu Sou 0 Centro XX in plaster and steel, which exhibited geo- 
metric forms of spheres and cubes, with some placed beyond the sur- 
face of the medal. 


Rita Portugal’s Centrifugacao is an imaginative intertwined con- 
struction of lead and steel cable. Her Materialismo Humano was 
similarly successful in its unusual presentation. This unusual work 
created from found objects displayed a small steel change purse 
filled with plaster from which the head of a plastic baby emerged 
from the front while the body of the baby was seen standing within 
the back of the medal. This provided a link between reality and surre- 
ality. Patricia Craveiro Lopes’s medal Walk Around in Circle was an 
unusual mixed media construction featuring a car that appears to be 
driving around a circular steel strap. 





Lastly, the students of The University of the Arts, Philadelphia, 
PA. mainly incorporated non-traditional materials such as wood, 
resin, brass, maple, copper, bronze, brass, pewter, aluminum, and 
stone in their medallic sculptures. The handling of the materials 
through the scale, incredible designs and physical lightness, shows 
that these students of Mashiko really care about their materials. 
These forms engage the viewer with their beautifully rendered 
symbolic imagery that conveys vitality and contemplation. 


Tim Lewis’s Hunley ] and J] in mahogany and brass draws the 
viewer to peer into these vessels and to investigate the entire forms 
defined by height and dimension. Sarah Boyle’s J Love You More 
Than Life Itself and A Tool in wood, as well as Jesse Kline’s Angel 
and Flight were noted for form and surface. Christina Campbell’s 
Transit 1 and Transit 2 in walnut, milk, paint, and transparency are 
most intriguing while Iris Even’s Moss 1 and Moss 1] in resin, and 
Nicky Karas’s Life Line in mixed media show the possibilities of 
the use of alternative materials. Tuesday Kay’s medals Untitled in 
brass, bronze and resin have surfaces that absorb, reflect and re- 
fract light. The images extend into a series of component parts.

Joshua Opdenaker’s Twist in 
soapstone displays a curious 
flower-like form and Flight in 
alabaster reveals an aggressive 
form with sharp angles. Yu- 
miko Tomobe’s Double Bass in 
bronze is traditional in shape, 
and is a sensitive rendering of a 
friend playing a musical instru- 
ment. Her Skirt, in pewter and 
brass, and Making Decisions, 
in bronze are all about growing 
up. The viewer experiences an 
unfolding story in which mate- 
rial forms a dialogue. 


Below, John Lynch’s Untitled in 
aluminum, copper and brass is 
successful in conveying move- 
ment, texture, shape and form. 
The continuous motion of wave- 
like forms seems to provide at 
once a sense of balance and imbal- 





The works in this exhibition were hand-made, with most of a 
size that would readily fit in the hand. Because of their size, 
medallic sculptures can be easily viewed and enjoyed with a 
glance. Their artistic forms encourage the viewer to manipulate 
each piece with the eye, but also with the hand. They invite us to 
look into the varied windows of the artist’s work and mind. Be- 
ing an artist who teaches and nurtures the next generations of 
talent, Mashiko presents the academic and artistic processes at 
their best.

AMSA joined the Internet revolution some years ago, when 
fellow member and former president and treasurer Bud 
Wertheim developed the AMSA Website. Bud has maintained 
the Website since its construction, and at the last Board meet- 
ing, he graciously agreed to continue being our Webmaster until 
I could take over.

While medals may not make most medallic sculptors rich, they 
do give us wings. Medallic art is ubiquitous and so are medallic 
art associations. We are building an international network that 
is discovering a wonderful means of communication and devel- 
opment through the Internet. This medallic community is al- 
ready giving us the opportunity to participate in important ven- 
ues to exhibit our work. On one hand, medallic art is a powerful 
means of exploring sculptural and expressive possibilities; on 
the other hand we should keep in mind that being an artist con- 
sists of both creating and getting exposure, exposure, exposure. 
Art medals are a perfect vehicle for both purposes. This double- 
edged power of medallic art, as perceived in pioneer endeavors 
like Mashiko’s program with students at Medialia and The Uni- 
versity of the Arts, Philadelphia, allow us to be quite optimistic 
about the future of art medals. My own personal experience 
with AMSA during just a few years tells me that for any emerg- 
ing artist, being part of AMSA can be extremely productive in 
terms of participating in prestigious international exhibitions, 
along with a multitude of veteran artists. Because AMSA needs 
to spread its message, expand its membership, and grow ener- 
getic, we should work to reach particularly emerging artists and 
students in the near future, and the Web is going to help us in 
our mission.

Amanullah Haiderzad 


Sculptor Amanullah Haiderzad, AMSA member and past 
president, has returned to his homeland Afghanistan for 
the first time in 23 years. 

He’s returning at the request of the interim government to 
organize reconstruction of the statues that were demol- 
ished last year by the former Taliban regime, which said 
the Buddhas violated Islamic bans on human images and 
idolatry. The interim government wants Amanullah to 
organize the reconstruction of at least one of the giant stat- 
ues of the Buddha, which stood 115 and 175 feet tall. 
Watching his country's turmoil from exile for two dec- 
ades, Amanullah always worried about the two soaring 
statues of Buddha hewn into this barren valley's towering 
sandstone cliffs. 

The ancient monuments escaped damage throughout the 
10-year Soviet invasion and Afghanistan's civil war in the 
1990s. Today, only rubble is left of the tall statues - giant 
sandstone rocks piled where the Buddhas once stood. 
Carved into a mountainside above the central city of 
Bamiyan in the 3rd and Sth centuries, the Buddhas were 
considered cultural treasures. The larger of the two, at 175 
feet high, is thought to have been the world's tallest stand- 
ing Buddha. The smaller statue was 115 feet tall. 

"I had this dream to come back and visit, but not like this," 
the 62-year-old sculptor said on a plateau overlooking the 
site where the majestic statues once stood. 

Haiderzad said he visited the Bamiyan statues as a boy, 
and they inspired him to become a sculptor. 


He studied sculpture in Italy for six years, and then estab- 
lished a fine arts department at Kabul University. But 
when the Soviets invaded in 1979, he fled to the United 
States. 

Haiderzad estimates it will take four to five years to re- 
build the larger statue, and just beginning the project is a 
huge undertaking. 

Interim Prime Minister Hamid Karzai's administration has 
no money for the project, and is now looking for 
“anyone, anywhere” to help out, Haiderzad said. 

Karzai, said his government has been in contact with 
UNESCO, the U.N. agency responsible for safeguarding 
the world's cultural heritage. 

The sculptor hopes the project will put Afghans to work, 
including his former students at Kabul University. 

“One thing I'm sure of -- we are going to use the same 
materials, the same techniques to do it," Haiderzad said, 
referring to the original builders. 

Most Bamiyan residents welcome the government initia- 
tive. “This was our heritage that the stupid Taliban de- 
stroyed, “ said one resident. 

“It's good that they are going to rebuild it.” But in a poor 
city that has been a battlefield for years, there are also 
other priorities. “ We cannot rebuild it on empty stom- 
achs”’.
